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national council" held in Cairo.

The U.S. Government is believed 
to have cautioned Israel yesterday 
against overreacting to the Naha- 
riya terror attack. Israeli offictals 
in Washington are understood to 
have been urged to avoid major 
reprisals against Lebanon for fear 
of escalating the situation and 
worsening the atmosphere of threats 
and recriminations which has per- 
vaded the Middle East this past 
week following Israeli air attacks 
on Lebanon. 

‘The U.S. usually seeks to restrain 
Israel in the wake of terrorist at- 
tacks, and js now said to be espe- 
cially anxious that the progress en- 
gendered by the Syrian disengage- 
Ment not be dissipated by a cycle of 
terrorist murders and Israeli coun- 
ter-actions which Egypt and Syria 
are watching with increasing unease. 

Israel's ambassador to the U.N., 
Yosef Tekoah, has been instructed 
to deliver a letter to the Security 
Council decrying the attack and the 
lax Lebanese attitude which made 
it possible. The letter called atten- 
tion to the virtually independent and 
extra-territorial status of the ter- 
Torist bases inside Lebanon. 

The letter cited the Fatah's own 
admission of responsibility for the 
attack, and recalled the meeting on 
Monday between Fatah leader Yas- 
ser Arafat and Syrian President 
Hafez Assad.

Labour group

The Ben-Gurion Ideological Circle

torney-General the. serious conse- 
quences of his opinion... It preju- 
dices many dozens of civil servants 
who are active in the Labour 
Party's various ideological circles.” 

The Ben-Gurion Circle's own lead- 
er, Dr. Abba Gefen, who is Director 


‘of the Cultural Department of the 


Foreign Ministry, has stepped down 
in view of .the Attorney-General's 
ruling, with Ahsron Bar-Tzilla tak- 
ing his place as convenor of the 
circle. 
The Attorney-General argued that 
the circle was a “political body” 
within the m of the Civil Ser- 
vice (Restrictions of Political Acti- 
vity) Law of 1959. This law forbids 
senior civil servants from serving 
as chairmen or executive members 
of parties or “political bodies” 
although they may belong to them 
as rank-and-file menzbers. . 
Attorney-General Meir Shamgar 
told The Jerusalem Post that his 
attention had been called to Dr. 
Gefen’s case by the. Civil Service 
Commissioner after Dr. Gefen wrote 
@ political article for an evening 
paper signing it as chairman of the 
Ben-Gurion Ideological Circle.. The

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RIGHTWING BACKLASH TO REVOLUTION 
Portuguese coup worries Spain 


MADRID (Ofns). — 
BPERCUSSIONS of the sud- 
den collapse of the 6-year- 

old dictatorship in Portugal are 
still being heard in Spain, where 
different factions in the right-wing 
regime have een jostling for 
power during these fading days of 
the Franco era. But Portugal's 
Hberation has strengthened the 
power of the Spanish ultras. The 
hardline Fascisis had earlier im- 
proved their chances of a take- 
over bid in the traumatic days fol- 
lowing the assassination of Ad- 
miral Carrero Bianco last Decem- 
her. The dramatic and democratic 
events in Portugal have further 
boosted their ambitions. 

Perhaps these are the mosttense 
days in Spain for 38 years. Yet it 
would te incorrect to suggest that 
the country is on the brink of ano- 
ther civil war, despite a possible 
dangerous confrontation between 
arrogant right-wing extremists and 
outlawed left-wing workers and 
their supporters, Spain 1974 is dif- 
ferent from Spain 1936. Today 
there is a vast, fairly well-to-do 
middle class, with motor cars, tele- 
vision, holiday cottages and, des- 
pite galloping inflation, al mod 
‘cons. This class structure virtually 
did not exist 38 years ago. 

The middle-aged prosperous bour- 
geois citizen, who remembers the 
horrors of the civil war, just does 
not want to know about politics. 
Be gets incensed with righteous 
indignation when his student son 


His 
motto is “Don't rock the boat.” 

This vast apolitical mass is a 
new and vital factor in modern 
Spain. While in 2 conservative way 
the new bourgeoisie is opposed to 
the illegal ‘Left, it is probably 
equally worried by the extremist 
postures of the neo-Nazis, like 
Senor Blas Pinar. Senor Pinar is 
unashamedly and blatantly a Nazi 
who publishes a strident weekly 
anti-Semitic rag called ‘Fuerza 
nueva.” One of the latest targets 
of Senor Pinar’s attacks, among 
the Jews, Communists, democrats 
and other such undesirables, are 
journalists. 

There are many honest and tal- 
ented, though frustrated, Spanish 
journalists whe do thelr’-best to 
report the news objectively within 
the restricted limits of Spain's con- 
trolled press. However, when 4 
story without any apparent high- 
level political implications breaks, 
the Spanish reporters belleve 
that they could file truthfully 
without fear of censorship. Senor 
Blas Pinar does not agree with 
this principle and neither does the 
grey-uniformed Policia Armada — 
well-known to be heavily infiltrated 
by young Fascist elements.

CERTAIN DEATH 


THE three men who came to 
Nahariya yesterday from a 
ttle way up on the Lebanese 
coast came to murder and per- 
haps get away again, not to 
commit suicide, for they were 
careful to leave their rubber 
dinghy on the beach ready for 
a quick escape. It will ‘be diffi- 
cult ‘for the Beirut government 
to clamour again that the men 
did not come from the Lebanon, 
but from the West Bank area 
They came to certain death. 

As in Kibbutz Shamir, only 
12 days ago, the men were 
quickly spotted. although it was 

dark night, and the prompt 
alarm and action prevented 
them from carrying out some 
grander plan they may have had 

than murdering a kindergarten 
teacher and her two young 
children, snatched from their 
beds in 8 last-moment attempt 
to get them to safety. 

As though aware that their 
massacre of schoolchildren did 
not get them a good press, the 
claimed yesterday 
that the action was “retaliation 
for the Israeli attacks on camps 
in Lebanon.” ᾿ 

All three terrorists were Kill- 
ed by an army assault party 
in the house that they had en- 
tered. There was no evidence 
last night that this particular 

group had intended to take host- 
ages, demand the release of pri- 
soners, or enter into any kind 
of negotiations. According to 
elaims broadcast in Beirut these 
were Yasser Arafat's men — 
the so-called “moderate branch” 
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of the terrorist movement, one
